You  will  find  attached,  Declaratory  Resolutions  numbers  1003  to  1008  inclusive,  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendations  made  by  Mr.  William  J.  Jones,  City  Plan  Director,  in  his  letter 
of  April  24,  1959,  with  which  we  are  in  complete  agreement.  Mr.  Jones  also  recommends  that 
South  Park  Drive  be  vacated  between  Fairfax  Avenue  and  Philley  Avenue.  We  have  no  objections 
to  this  vacation  if  it  is  agreeable  to  the  property  owners.  Resolution  for  this  vacation 
will  be  prepared  upon  instructions  from  the  Board. 

The  Traffic  Engineering  Department,  in  their  letter  dated  September  8,  1959  agrees  with 
the  recommendations  of  the  Plan  Commission,  but  suggests  that  a provision  for  a sidewalk  be 
made  on  South  Park  Drive  from  Pettit  Avenue  to  Philley  Avenue.  We  did  not  make  a provision 
in  our  resolution,  but  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  should  be 
required  to  make  this  sidewalk  installation  at  the  same  time  their  contractor  is  installing 
walks  along  Pettit  Avenue,  arrangements  for  which  are  in  the  making  according  to  our

We  have  met  with  Martin  Nading  and  as  a result,  have  determined 
that  the  Park  Department  would  like  to  vacate  the  streets  and 
alleys  as  shown  by  the  accompanying  drawing. 

After  reviewing  the  situation,  it  would  be  our  opinion  that  the 
following  streets  and  alleys  should  be  vacated: 

1.  The  north-south  alley  between  Weiser  Park  Avenue 
and  South  Park  Drive,  between  Philly  Avenue  and 
Pettit  Avenue.

4.  Spatz  Avenue,  between  Philly  Avenue  and  the  north 
line  of  Lots  39  & 46  in  Philly’s  Subdivision  Amd., 
except  for  a cul-de-sac  having  a 40'  radius  with 
its  center  located  31.22  feet  south  of  the  north 
line  of  Lots  39  & 46  in  said  Addition  on  the  cen- 
terline of  Spatz  Avenue. 

5.  The  north-south  alley  between  Spatz  Avenue  and 
Gaywood  Drive  from  the  north  line  of  Philly  Avenue 
to  the  north  line  of  Lots  46  & 53  in  Philly's  Sub- 
division Amd.
